~LONDON REMINISCENCES. 


English Talk Less But More to the 
Point, Says Devlin. 


‘OC. R. Devlin, M. P. for Nicolet, and 
late member for Galway in the Im- 
perial Parliament, was recently the 
guest of the Canadian Catholic 
Union. 3 

He entertained the company with 
many interesting reminiscences of the 
Imperial Parliament, The contrasts 
he made between London and Ottawa 
are of interest. He said: 

“There are no questions of patron- 
age in the Imperial ‘Parliament, es- 
pecially among the Irish members. 
Freedom is vastly greater there than 
in Ottawa. Although the English 
members have not the railway, sta- 
tionery and franking privileges, yet 
the English House is dnmenaur aly 
superior to that at Ottawa. The Iris 
member’s allowance is only about $500 
a year, for which he has to live in 
London for eight months of the year. 
In England and’ Scotland, ladies take 
& much more prominent part in poli- 
tics than in Canada. Things are con- 
ducted more pompously than here. 

“The clerks have more authority 
and Parliamentary questions are look- 
ed upon as being of great importance.. 

“The rules are stricter in regard to 
matters of procedure. : 

“In debate they have to keep strict- 
ly to the subject and speeches are 
necessarily shorter. wy 

“Absolute equality prevails in the 
obtaining of a seat for friends. 

“There are not as many. loyal sen- 
timents uttered there in a year as at 
Ottawa'in a month, but the people 
are not less Joyal. 

“John Redmond is the finest debater 
in Parliament, and when he rises to 
speak always gets great attention,” 
said Mr. Devlin. : ;

Bryce, the late Secretary for Ireland, 
and of Mr. Birrell, his successor, but 
said the system under which they 
governed did not allow them to do for 
Ireland all they might wish to do.
